The signs were erected by Sam 
Flanagan, owner, after retail ice 
cream prices rose to 45¢ a pint 
and 80c a quart. Ice cream cones 
are 8c and a dish of ice cream, 20. 

Employees report that many 
people are accepting the advice, 
and that ice cream business has 
dropped. 

One man grumbled to the cash- 

_ ler about paying 20 cents for a 
dish of ice cream.

Landscaper Wilson Opposes 
Library In Memorial Park

Memorial Park at University Drive 
and Santa Cruz awenue, believes 
erection of a library building there 
would ruin its beauty. 

He appeared before the City 
Council at its last meeting to re- 
commend finding another spot for 
the library site. His suggestion was 
referred to the Library Committee, 
which has not yet reported to the 
City Council. 

The park this year has been its 
best since it was remodeled in 1941, 
Wilson said. The flowers form a 
ribbon of color and the trees are 
getting well anchored. 

“It’s just a jewel,” he commented, 


“and catches the eye of everyone 
It’s used, too, by 
children and older people, who 
pause for a while on the grass or on 
the benches.” 

The landscaper said the library 
would ruin part of the park, no mat- 
ter where it were located. On the 
more western of the two lots, it 
would rob many choice plants. On 
the eastern lot, it would cut out 
several trees, plants and lawn. 

“I think,” Wilson declared, “we 
would find a dinky library and a 
dinky park.”

A letter from the Southern Pa- 
cific Company promising action in 
providing railroad gates at all three 
Menlo Park crossings not now pro~ 
tected was received by the city this 
week, even as it was learned that 


‘the Chamber of Commerce has join- 


ed in demanding more railroad pro- 
tection. 

The letter, from 'D. J. Russell, vice 
president of the Southern Pacific 
Company, said, “You will hear fur- 
ther from us as soon as we have 
had an opportunity to consider the 
Situation in such detail as is nec- 
essary.” 

Russell explained that A. T. Mer- 
cier, president, was absent on an in- 
spection trip when a letter was re- 
ceived last week from Vernon Bar- 
Ker, Menlo Park commissioner of 
streets, and that he was acknowledg- 
He said copies of 
the letter were sent to the com- 
pany’s general manager and sup- 
erintendent, action “which will in- 
sure the matter having prompt at- 
tention pending the return of Mr, 


Mercier to the office,” 


In_ his letter, Barker pointed out 
that the three crossings now are 
protected by only wigwag signals, 
which “are not sufficient to prevent 
fatal accidents.” As proof, he cited 
the death of Max Mielke, city sup- 
erintendent of streets and building 
inspector, whose car was struck by 
a train at the Glenwood avenue 
crossing September 23. 

Barker claimed that Ravenswood 
and Glenwood avenues are the 
worst, because school children and 
college students living at Stanford 
Village use them at the time when 
traintraffi c is heaviest. 

Barker promised the City Council 
he would personally take over the 
job of contacting the Southern Pa- 
cific every week, if necessary, in 
order to get action. 

The Menlo Park Chamber of Cont= 
merce sent a letter to A. T. Mercier, 
president of the Southern Pacific 
Company last week, requesting that 
gates be installed at the Glenwood, 
Ravenswood and Encinal crossings 
in Menlo Park. 

This was not known at the Re- 
corder office when it reported news 
of the letter sent to Mercier, en- 
dorsed by Barker, Superintendent of 
Schools, Mel Homfeld; Manager of 
Stanford Village, Dwight Adams; 
The Menlo Park Recorder and J. J. 
Jordan and J. W. Corbett of the 
S. P. Company, protesting the pres- 
ent danger and urging the installa- 
tion of gates. 

The Chamber of Commerce re- 
ceived its reply Wednesday, direct 
from Mercier. He said the matter 
was under investigation by operat- 
ing officers and “it is expected con- 
clusion will be reached shortly as to 
what is necessary.”

International Student Exchange 


There is no proof that one’s own people are more accurate 
in their report on foreign conditions than other returning visit- 
ors. But we do pay more attention to what they have to say. 

Two Stanford law students, both veterans of overseas ser- 
vice, have returned from touring almost all parts of Europe. 
Their trips were taken under an International Survey Commit- 
tee program designed to promote interest in International af- 
fairs at Stanford; and to promote exchange of students be- 
tween Stanford and European Universities. If one had not 
already believed that such an exchange were highly desirable 
he surely would favor this method of “getting acquainted” 
after hearing what the students have to say. 

The young men are Lawrence Grannis of Pasadena and 
William Farrer of Los Angeles. Grannis visited universities 
in France, England, Holland, Switzerland and Spain. Farrer 
toured Germany (French and American zones), Austria, Czech- 
oslovakia, Poland, Greece and Italy. Though visiting widely 
separated sections, many parts of their reports were in agree- 
ment. 

Both men found “creeping hunger’’ existing among stud- 
ents and intellectuals in all countries but Switzerland. Oils, 
fats, wheat and corn—the cheapest foods in dollar value—are 
what is needed most, they were told. 

Both reported that living conditions in almost all European 
universities are so bad that the most crowded American uni- 
versity would be comfortable and roomy in comparison. 

Both good-will ambassadors said they found an intense in- 

terest in the United States among students all over Europe, 
but said the students had no understanding of American Gov- 
ernment or the American way of life. They pointed out that 
the little that is known about the United States in Europe 
comes primarily from Communist propaganda. 
comes primarily from Communist propaganda. ‘’The benevo- 
lent democracy that we preach,’ comments Farrer, ‘is con- 
tinually being criticized as capitalistic exploitation in prac- 
tice.” 
Pathetic—and understandable—is the position of most Greeks 
met by Farrer, who, he says, are neither Communists nor Roy- 
alists, but are fearful of being classified as enemies of the 
regime if they oppose the government in any way. 

An exchange of students in large numbers should be a 
most persuasive way of informing Europeans what freedom 
means in a country where a man may believe as he pleases and 
also stand up and be counted.

All of the members of the Menlo 
Park City Council have expressed 
themselves as favoring the prompt 
adoption of the city manager form 
of government by Menlo Park. An 
act passed by the 1947 session of the 
Legislature makes possiblue its ad- 
option by council ordinance, and 
the vacancy in the building inspec- 
tor and street and park superintend- 
ent positions provides a source of 
revenue for the job. In short, the 
council is looking for a man capable 
of filling these positions (prefer- 
ably with an engineering back- 
ground), who also is capable of fill- 
ing the city managership. Our city 
is scarcely large enough yet to make 
city managership alone a full time 
occupation, although the time is 
obviously drawing near when such 
will be the case. 

The city manager plan was first 
tried out in Sumpter, South Caro- 
lina, in 1912, when a group of bus- 
iness men, elected on a platform of 
governmental efficiency, discovered 
the difficulty of operating under the 
usual mayor-council set-up. The 
city manager plan appealed to them, 
for it conformed to the corporation 
pattern. The board of directors (the 
city council) hired a manager who 
was responsible to them for the ad- 
ministration of the business (per- 
formance of city services), and who 
was removable at any time by them 
if he did not succeed in making 
everything go smoothly and effic- 
iently. In the past 35 years almost 
800 cities have adopted the city 
manager plan, and only 33 have

The League ob- 
jects that this form is easily sub- 


does not provide for competent de- 
partment heads or for a responsible 
unifying executive head. 


But slightly more successful, states 
the League, is the commission plan, 
where there is a “weak mayor” and 
each councilman heads a depart- 
ment of the city government. Its 
chief fault is that it makes no dis- 
tinction between the policy-making 
and administrative functions of 
government. This Has proven un- 
workable in practice. With each 
commissioner presenting the bud- 
get for his own department there is 
no real check on governmental 
spending. The League observes that 
this form is so conducive to buck- 
passing that the voter does not know 
whom to praise for good govern- 
ment, or whom to blame for bad. 

The “strong mayor” form is much. 
better than either of the above, and 
was recommended by the League: 
until 1916. It provides the leader- 
ship of a single responsible execu- 
tive to carry out the administrative 
duties of the city government. The 
mayor is elected directly by the 
voters, has certain veto power over 
councilar acts, presents the budget, 
and hires and fires department.

culty of electing a mayor with real 
executive ability (for elections are 
frequently just “popularity con- 
tests”), and the opportunity pro- 
vided for the rnayor to build up a 
powerful personal political machine. 

Since 1916 the League has recom- 
mended the council-manager plan. 
The council is elected by the peo- 
ple and the mayor may or may not 
be elected separately. A manager, 
however, is appointed by the coun- 
cil (sukject to dismissal by that body 
at any time) in whom is invested 
the administrative functions of the 
city government. The legislative 
and policy-making powers, including 
.the decision as to how much money 
shall be spent, remains with the 
council. The carrying out of these 
policies, including the routine de- 
tails, is the responsibility of the city 
manager. The manager is a single, 
responsible administrator upon 
whose shoulders the praise or blame 
for the conduct of the city’s bus- 
iness rests. The council-manager 
plan has the virtue of being a fine 
theory which actually works in 
practice.

Five-Cent Lunch Subsidy 
Given Sequoia Program 


A subsidy of five cents will be 
given to Sequoia High for Type 
“A” lunches sold to students under 
the National School Lunch Program 
Agreement, announced Principal A. 
C. Argo last week. The type “A” 
lunch requirement, which includes 
proteins, fats, carbohydrates, and 
vitamins, is satisfied by the 30-cent 
plate lunch together with a glass of 
milk served in the cafeteria, Mr. Ar- 
go says. 

This assistance under the agree- 
ment, according to Mr. Argo, will 
enable the cafeteria to break even 
this year. 

Although the cafeteria puilding. 
equipment, lighting, and heating are 
paid for out of district school funds, 
the food and salaries of cafeteria 
help are a student body responsibili- 
ty. With inflation this year’s rising 
costs will only be evened off by the 
five-cent subsidy. 

The schools, said Mr. Argo, hopes 
to continue offering the students 
the plate lunch and milk for 30 
cents. However, he~ continued, no 
longer may coke or orange juice be 
taken instead of milk at this rate. 

The cafeteria will still offer such 
foods as hot dogs, hamburgers, and 
desserts, but no subsidy will be 
granted for these.

Marriages in San Mateo County 
this last September numbered 188.

Cause of repeated trouble with 
the sewer line in front of the J. F.
